accent bet me tell you fads Little story. 
By the time we did the second episode 
Dawid Prowse knew that it was mot 
going to be his woice. So he just read 
the words ina kind of manotene. Sao the 
director, Irvin Kershner, decided to lay 
hts win wolce over he soundtrack. He 
lheught that would give me an idea of 
hew the charachor should evolve, Maw 
Irvin's vobee is wory high pitched and 
Shueaky.

Naturally, being a big part of one 
of the mas’ popular filen franchises 
in history hardly hindered the actor's 
career. In fact, a5 Jones happily says. 
it introduced him to anew, lucrative 
career in voiceovers and vellainous 
turns. “4s soon as Sher Mars hit 
| got offered a Lot of commercials,” 
he reveals. “Everyone saw it, of 
nourse, and then | got a-call from the 
promations department at Chrysler— 
the car manufacturer. They explained 
to my agent that they had designed 
acar called The Laser—and it had 
dark windows and a dark paint job 
$0, of course, they wanted a dark 
wolee promating this thing! They evan 
mantionad that thay had Darth Vader 
inmind, So Star hares opened up a

Leng-lime Licas aequainianee Jab 
Miliud wad cerlainly laken by Star Hears 
when he epled ta cast Jones as the eval 
warlord Thulsa Deom in Coad tbe 
Garbarian. “Milius was a greal scrip! 
doctor and for Comen he collected a 
lot of speeches that had been given by 
famous lprants,” the actor reflected.

Although reticent about speaking 
oulon Star Mars in dhe past, Jones says 
thathe could net be happier with being 
involved in the series. “i am very proud 
that i was a part of them,” he beams. 
“Lam just glad that! can say | was a 
little piece of that success, in any way 
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01a.” However, be adenitled that the 
awesome presence of Darth Vader is 
sometimes dilficull to escape. Most 
people, when they see me, want me to 
sign something to do with Star Miarrs,” 
he confirms. “But there are a lot of 
oiher roles that | cherish amd | want 
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people to see. | think that my favorites. 
are Ory, the Seloved County which 
was 3 flop, unfortunately—A Family 
Thing, and Fieto of Greats. | love 
having someone come up bo me and, 
instead of asking me to sign a Darth 
Vader poster, remind me of a movie 
that | have completely forgotten. tt just 
warms ime. | like to say, ‘Thank you for 
remembering that.” 

Bespite lending his voice to the 
Galactic Empire's supreme warrior, 
Jones began Lite with a stutter that 
once threatened to curtail his acting 
ambitions. “I suppose that | am a

Taylor remembers more challenges far the
